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The firſt principle of truth I 
haveto preſent you with, is, that 
the true and promiſed _—— 
was, according to the counſel of 
God, to ſuffer death for the re- 
demption of ſinners; and this I 


- ſhall clear unto you, by convin- 


cing grounds from the Scriptures, 
Moles, and the Prophets, whom 
you know and own; and my ear- 
neſt defire for yon at the throne of 
grace, 1s, that the God of grace 
may give you an underſtanding in 
the knowledge of this truth. THis 
' I fhall confirm unto you from 
three grounds, 1. Promiſes , 
2. Types, 3. Prophefics, 

Firſt, Is that Promiſe of grace, ' 
Gen.3-I15. 1 will put enmity between 
thee and the woman, and betweess 
thy ſeed and hers ;, it ſhall bruiſe thy 
| head, and thou ſhalt bruiſe his beel. 
This promiſe hath a ſpecial relati- 
on to the 2eſſieh,and clearly pre- 
ſeats us with his ſuffering , that

All theſe offer- 
ings could not doaway fin, but as 
it hadarclation to the true offer- 
ing, he that was to offer himſelf 
once for all, that he might by one 
offering for ever perfe& them that 
were by him andiified : this truth 
hee ſhall ſee when the Lord ta- 
eth away the veil that is ſpread 
over your faces, that clevaly un- 
der all theleofferings is repreſen- 
ted the offering up of the true 
Meſſiah once for all, ec. 
3. This truth is likewiſe clear- 
ly propheſied , that he that runs 
may read. There 1s ſcarce any 
prophet of God, but did foreſee

as you may {ee Dent. 18.15; heby 
the iuſpiration of the Lord, yre

the prophet David likewiſe in 
P(al. 22. preſents him a ſufferer, 
particularly in verſ.r 6. They peireed 
m1y hands and my feet : a clear pro- 
phefie of the Meſsiah. I beſeech 
you weigh it in your hearts, David 
Was. never peirced in his hands 
and feet, See likewiſe the pro- 
phet Zaiab chap.s 3. throughour, 
deſcribing the1eſsiah,that he was 
wounded and bruiſed. rejected of 
men, a man of ſorrows, and ac- 
quainted with griefs,and thatGod 
laid upon him the iniquity of us 
all.And Zach.12.10. They ſhall look. 
upon him whom they have peirced : 
all which confirms the truth,that 
the 27eſ5i2þ, which you look for, 
was to come forth , firſt 1n his 
humiliation, in contewpt.in ſuffer-

TH ſecond principle of truth 
that'I have to preſent unto 
you, is, That that Jeſus which 
was crucified by your forefathers 
at Jeruſalem , without the gate » 
was and 1s the true eſ5:zah , and 
this is that principle of truth, you.

my earneſt deſire is, that you 
would read theſe lines with pati- 
ence, and weigh well the truth 
herem preſented with much ten- 
derneſs and love unto you ; and 
in this I ſhall preſent you with 
many new Teſtament-Scriptures, 
aſefal being compared with the 
eid , be willing to read and com- 
pare them together before you 
Jade. And,Oh that you would 
be 0% in ſearching after the 
knowledge cf the truth of Gods 
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ſhall divide the ſpoilewith the firong.

grace;held forth in thenew Teſta- 


' ment, and the Lord work upon 


your hearts,'IT ſhould commend 
principally unto you the Epi- 
{tle to the Hebrews, which eſpecial- 
ly concerns yon,and may through 
the bleſiing of the Lord be of 
much ule unto you. 

I defire to mind you of one 
thing by the way , before I come 
to the confirmation of the truth 
allerted, viz. that the true and 
promiſed Meſszah, was, according 
to the Scripturs, to have his day 
and time of humiliation, as hath 
been already proved, and then his 
glory, 1f4.9.6. firſt a childe. a fon, 
and then a King, and the'govern- 
ment muſt be upon his ſhoulders, 
@c.Chap. 5 3. throughout till the 
laſt ver. he is preſented in his ſuf- 
fering eſtate ; and in the laſt yerf, 
in his reign : Therefore 1 will divide 
him a portion withthe great , and he

To this agrees that of Chrift, Z«k- 
24.25,26, Oh fools and ſlow of heart 
to believe that which the prophets 
have written , ought not Chriff to 
have ſuffered theſe things, and to en-

himſelf in his own perſon, he hath 
paſled through, and is entered in- 
ro glory, AF.1.9,15% Thoughwhile 
the Church is under ſuffering, yet 
as he is conſidered one with his 
Church, the time of his humili- 
ation 1s not over till all the mem- 
bers are glorified with him.
